ture. It was a situation demanding 
almost sui« r human bravery and 
coolnesi and It Is no wonder that 
some of the passengers and crew, 
lo't their heads and almost started 
a panic. Neither Is it any great 
cause ( ir ‘urprlse 
that 
Captain 
Brooks neglect ihI to send out an S 
O S. tall. Few men are capable 
of meeting such emergencies. 
The tradition of safety on the 
sea has only been built up by strict 
»election of penanne land religious 
enforcement ot rules. That is why 
ther» must be a thorough investiga­ 
tion after each ocean disaster -to 
determine the blame and to elirn-
